In  this  report  I  shall  again  adhere  to  the  general  plan 
adopted  of  late  rears. 

In  the  mortality  returns  it  will  he  found  that  the  general 
death  rate  is  satisfactory,  being  below  the  average,  but  the 
Infantile  and  Phthisis  death  rates  much  above  the  average  of 
the  preceeding  ten  years. 

'The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  comparatively  high,  though 
lower  than  in  rec'snt  years. 

'I'he  [irincipal  epidemics  have  been  .Smallpo.x  and  Scarlet 
Fever. 

No  special  sanitary  reforms  have  been  inaugurated  during 
the  year,  but  the  internal  sew'ers,  housing  question,  the 
difliculties  connected  with  the  removal  of  nightsoil,  anil  the 
small]«).\  epidemic  have  kept  the  Council  occu[)ied  in  sanitary 
matters.

The  population  in  .Ajiril  1901,  was  6912,  living  in  1359 
houses  giving  an  average  of  5-09  to  each  inhabited  hou.se. 
Itslimating  by  the  usual  methods  it  should  have  reached  6954 
by  the  middle  of  1903,  and  on  this  estimated  population  the 
statistics  for  this  rejiort  are  liased. 

During  the  year  246  births  have  been  registered  of  which 
128  were  of  males  and  1 18  of  feiiiales,  the  birth-rate  beiitg  there¬ 
fore  35'37  per  1000  per  annum,  agaitist  257,  and  a  birth-rate  of 
37'o6  per  1000  per  annum,  in  1902. 

107  deaths  in  the  district  were  recorded,  to  which  should  be 
added  two  deaths  in  an  institution  outside  the  district,  of  persons 
who  resided  in  the  district ;  of  these  109,  58  were  of  males  and  51 
of  females,  giving  an  actual  death-rate  of  15 '66  per  1000.  Tue 
deaths  and  the  corres])onding  corrected  death-rate  for  1902  were 
112,  and  16.15  per  1000  per  annum.

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  lower  than  in  any  of  the  ])recedint^ 
three  years,  (the  only  years  durinj^  which  the  lii,nires  have  been 
calculate  I  on  the  existing  l)asi>),  having  been  in  1902,  274, 
1901,  173,  and  1900,  2-35.  It  is  however  higiter  that  it  should 
be,  for  as  shown  in  the  table  below  (  I'ablelll)  it  exceeds  thiit  ol 
the  ('ounty,  and  of  the  whole  country.

Both  .Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  have  visited  the  district 
during  the  year,  but  only  to  a  very  limited  extent.  One  death 
occurred  from  each  ;  a  striking  contrast  to  the  preceding  years 
when  both  diseases  were  very  ])revalent,  with  8  deaths  from 
.Measles  and  5  from  Whooping  Cough.  These  are  the  two  most 
.serious  infecliotis  diseases  in  England  which  are  not  compuls¬ 
orily  notified.  In  your  district  they  become  epidemic  exery  two 
years,  scj  that  we  may  exjiect  a  seriotis  outbreak  again  next  year. 
'I'here  was  no  occasion  to  close  any  of  the  schools. 

As  in  1901  and  1902,  Diarrhoea  was  again  in  1903  con- 
spi(  uous  by  its  absence.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  the  cool  and 
\'ery  dam])  summer,  which  is  tmfavourable  to  the  deyelo|)ment  of 
the  specilic  itoison  of  Zymotic  Diarrhiea. 

With  a  return  of  hot  summers,  there  is  little  reason  to  hojie 
that  the  recent  favourable  figures  would  be  maintained,  as  the 
conditions  necessary  to  the  development  of  Diarrluea  still  abotmd 
in  your  district,  viz  : — Priv)'  middens,  deej)  uncemented  ashpits 
and  uipiaved  \ards.  'I'o  |)rotect  the  district  against  this  disease 
a  more  |)rogressive  attitude  towards  these  evils  must  be  ado|)ted 
than  has  been  hitherto.  In  m\'  report  for  1902  I  wrote  iully  on 
the  <|uestions  of  Measles,  Whooiiiiig  Cough  and  Diarrluea,  and 
to  this  I  would  refer  those  who  are  interested. 

A  few  cases  occtirred  in  January  and  Eebrtiary,  one  case 
onl_\  ending  fatally.

43  deaths  were  registered  among  children  under  r  year  of 
age,  giving  an  Infantile  death-rate  of  175  jrer  1000  births  against 
120  in  1902.  h'rom 'Table  1  of  the  Local  (Government  Hoartl, 
and  from  'Table  1  \’  below,  this  will  be  seen  to  be  very  high, 
being  above  the  average  for  your  district  during  the  preceding 
10  years,  and  much  above  the  Infantile  Death  Rates  in  this 
County  and  in  Knglan!]  and  Wales. 

.Acute  Chest  'Troubles  (bronchitis  and  Pneumonia),  jiossibly 
due  to  the  jrrolonged  cold  and  damp,  and  debility  from  birth  are 
the  most  striking  causes  of  death.

It  has  been  mv  custom  to  comment  fully  in  my  annual  reports 
on  the  Infantile  death-rate,  as  this  seems  to  me  the  chief  direction 
in  which  jiioneers  in  sanitation  will  have  to  move.  .Although  the 
Infantile  death-rate  in  vour  district  is  not  so  e.xcessively  high  as 
obtains  in  some  districts  of  the  black  Country,  and  although  for 
the  past  three  vears  we  have  been  able  to  sjieak  with  satisfaction 
of  the  lowered  Infantile  death-rate,  it  is  evident  from  this  vear's 
high  returns  that  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  our  elforts. 

I  spoke  in  my  re[)ort  for  1902  of  the  advantages  of  a  Da\- 
Xurserv  or  Crfche  in  districts  like  vours,  and  expressed  the  hojie 
that  the  Council  would  be  able  to  h.iveone  est.ablished.  In  the 
neighbouring  district  of  the  Lye.  a  district  in  every  res|)ect  com¬ 
parable  with  (,)uarry  bank,  a  Crfche  will  shortiv  be  ojiened.  and 
we  shall  be  able  to  watch  its  workings,  and  see  to  what  extent 


/ 

the  scheme  is  of  pniclical  henelil  lo  the  children  of  die 
poor.  I’ersnnallv  I  have  faith  that  with  due  care  and  disc'retion 
it  will  he  a  health  savini>'  and  life  savinj,^  boon.  I  hope  also  to 
see  a  lleallh  Missioner  appointed  to  visit  and  instruct  young 
|)arents  and  others  at  their  homes.  'The  teaching  of  “  Infant 
I  1  N'giene  ’  to  the  upper  standards  in  the  girls'  schools  is  stiil 
being  still  carried  on,  and  I  feel  sure  that  in  a  few  >  ears,  the 
district  will  be  greath’  benelitted. 

I'he  headmasters  of  both  Hoard  Schools  wi'ite  me  that  “  d'he 
subject  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children  themselves  and 
much  interest  is  manifested.'’  In  future  every  girl  on  leaving  the 
school  will  have  presentcil  to  her  the  small  te.xt  book  from  which 
the  sidiject  is  taught.  I'he  other  methods  often  employed  of  in¬ 
structing  ])arents  and  custodia  ns,  lieing  by  pamjihlet  and  lectures, 
are,  I  fear,  so  far  as  Ouarry  Hank  is  concerned,  of  little  value, 
the  ])am])hlets  without  verbal  instructions  are  usually  past  the  in¬ 
telligence  or  the  ])oor,  and  the  lectures  are  usually  attended  by 
those  w  ho  have  least  need  of  them,  whilst  the  poor  and  ignorant 
remain  at  home  for  want  cf  interest,  or  possibly  of  suitable 
apparel  to  make  themselves  presentable. 

Dr.  Reid,  in  his  annual  Report  for  1902,  for  the  County  ot 
Stafford,  deals  verv  fullv  with  the  Infant  Alortality  and  emphasises 
once  more  the  fact  that  ‘‘the  injurv  arising  from  the  entire  de¬ 
privation  of  mother's  milk  during  the  early  months  of  the  child’s 
life  is  far  more  serious,”  and  further  “that  no  amount  of  energy 
on  the  part  ofsanitarv  authorities,  in  the  direction  of  improving 
the  home  surrounduigs  of  the  peojile,  will  have  the  desired  eifecc 
in  the  absence  of  a  determined  attempt  to  break  down  the  gross 
ignorance  which  jirevails  regarding  the  feeding  ot  infants.  It  is 
rlejilorable  that  nearly  2000  children  end  their  lives  annually  in 
this  County,  within  a  few  weeks  or  months  of  their  birth,  from  no 
other  cause  than  improper  feeding,  and  this,  not  because  of  wilful 
neglect  on  the  |)art  of  parents.  i)ut  from  mistaken  kiiulness  in 
most  cases.” 

Rive  iiKjuests  have  been  held,  the  verdict  being  in  4  cases  inquests. 
Natural  Causes,  and  in  the  remainder  Injuries.

Ca.'^e.s  of  Scarlet  f'ever  occurred  in  nearly  every  street,  heiiytc 
at  first  limited  to  the  U|)per  part  of  the  district,  and  later  becoming 
general.  One  or  two  of  the  earlier  cases  were  complicated  by 
Oiphtheria,  one  case  was  removed  to  hospital,  but  as  Dijihtheria 
developed,  I  thought  it  una  Ivisable  to  take  the  other  cases  in  for  a 
time,  l.ater  the  hos|)ital  was  reserved  entirely  for  .Small-])ox. 
Isolation  at  home  is  in  (^)uarrv  bank  practii  ally  a  dead  letter,  as 
the  utmost  carelessness  prevails.  I  found,  within  fourteen  days 
(d  the  notilications,  several  cases  outside  the  houses,  jilaying  with 
other  children.  Ajiart  from  lK)S|)ital  isolation,  nothing  but  pros¬ 
ecution  o(  the  parents  will  ]n'e\’ent  this,  and  I  would  urge  the 
(’ouncil,  as  a  check  upon  others,  to  take  this  extreme  measure  in 
a  few  selected  cases.  There  was  no  reason  to  suspect  the  milk 
supply.

The  distrirt  still  enjo\’s  the  immunity  from  this  disease,  con¬ 
ferred  upon  it  in  1895,  abolition  of  well-water. 

I'he  source  of  disease  is  only  itrestimptix'e  in  the  adjoinini^ 
I  able  VI,  e.\cei)t  in  the  case  at  Oak  .Street  in  March,  where 
the  patient  had  been  attending  to  a  person  suffering  from 
the  disease.  Possibly  the  other  two  in  ()c'd<  Street  were  from  this 
•  ase,  as  the  jtroperty  generall}'  is  insanitary  and  pri\_y  middens 
are  in  use.  which  may  have  polluted  the  soil  ;ind  have  supplied 
the  sjtecilic  infec'tion.  Let  me  once  more  urge  the  danger  ot 
])rivy  middens  and  untrapped  drains,  as  being  the  most  frequent 
scnirce  of  infection  in  a  district  like  vours  w  here  the  water  su|)pl\' 
is  of  guaranteed  (pialitv. 

Two  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  hosjut.'il,  w  Inch  w  as  after¬ 
wards  reseiwed  for  smallpox,  'riw  co\ered  .air-tight  pail  tor 
recei\'ing  separately  the  excrement  from  Lnteric  I'ever  cases  is 
sent  to  the  house  infected,  and  its  contents  sjieciallv  disinfected 
under  the  supervision  of  the  .'sanitary  Inspector.

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  in  'Two  Woods, 
I’ower  I.ane,  and  Slieftleld  Street  respeclfLdly.  'That  in  'Two 
Wood  was  coincident  with  a  sniail  outbreak  of  Scarlet  J^’ever  in 
tliis  and  the  adjacent  district. 

.\ntito.\in  and  a  Syrini,w'  are  sup])lied  by  the  Council  to 
medical  men  applyiiy^  for  them,  l)ut  the  district  is  so  free  from 
the  disease  that  it  is  seldom  called  for. 

T'ach  ot  the  houses  had  i)ri\'y  middens.  'These  should  be 
re|)laced  by  Water  Closets  and  provided  with  a  fresh  (not  slop) 
water  Hush. 

'The  district  has  been  \-isite  1  this  year  w  ith  an  outbreak  of 
Smallpo.x,  the  cames  e.xceeding  in  number  that  of  anv  year  since 
i<Sp3,  when  the  Hospital  was  erecte.l. 

In  1^93,  40  cases  occure  I  and  in  1X94.  b  cases  and  from  1894 
till  1903  not  a  siiiiile  case  w  as  notified. 

'The  orit^in  of  the  outbreak  is  obscure;  cases  had  occurred  in 
several  of  the  neit^hbouriii”;  districts,  and  in  .\]iiril  cases  were  taken 
into  the  Hospital,  (which  is  in  vour  district,)  from  Hrierley  Hill. 

'The  lirst  case  was  on  June  18th.  in  \’ictoria  Road,  a  house 
(]uile  a  tpiarter  of  a  mile  from  the  hospital.  It  is  unlikeb'  that 
it  arose  from  that  source,  although  there  are  expert  sanitaiians 
who  believe  that  it  can  be  carried  in  the  air  man\'  times  iliat  dis¬ 
tance. 

The  second  case  was  in  .Stour  Hill,  half  a  mile  from  thehrst 
case,  and  nearly  a  mile  from  the  Hospita',  and  no  clue  as  to  its 
oriyin  could  be  found. 

'The  third  atid  fottrlh  cases  were  in  otie  house  at  Hammer 
bank  not  more  than  300  \'ards  from  the  second.  'There  were 
occupants  of  this  house  workitiir  at  the  satne  works,  ami  this  was 
probabU'  the  tnode  of  infection.  All  the  rcmainitig  cases  could 
be  trac  ed  to  these. 

'The  Tjtidemic-  had  three  stayes: 

(  A)  jttne  iSth  to  July  28th,  l■'ourteen  cases. 

(11)  .\u4uvt  22ncl  one  case  otibc 

((')  I  tctober  5th  to  30th,  ei.yht  cases. 

Stayes  .\  iV  11  were  probably  c'onnec'ted  bv  one  conc-eale,! 
case,  which  w  hen  discovered  had  recovered  from  the  disease, 
but  sliewed  many  scars,  .'^tayes  II  lA  ('  were  cTuectly  c'omiec'te.l 
by  concealed  cases. 

'The  epidemic,  thoupdi  small,  illustrated  well  most  of  the 
dillic-ultic's  in  trixatiny  with  ;in  oittbretik  of  .Smallpox,  cor 


1 —  The  oliscure  oriijin  of  early  cases  ;  contrary  to  rule  these 
were  in  respectable  families. 

2 —  The  objection  of  contacts  tore-vaccination;  this  was  very 
ma.ike(l  in  some  instances. 

3  The  carelessness  of  friends  and  contacts  in  e.xposing 
themselves  to  infection  and  to  the  public  danger. 

This  was  so  marked  in  one  family  (where  re-vaccination  was 
also  objected  to)  that  the  Council  authorized  the  quarantine  of  the 
inmates  of  a  certain  family,  after  four  persons  had  been  infected 
from  it.  'I'he  house  and  garden  were  enclosed  and  the  family 
supplied  with  food  at  the  exjiense  of  the  Council,  on  condition 
that  they  remained  on  the  premises  for  a  week.  This  ])ut  an  end 
to  further  sitread. 

4 —  ^CoNCK.xi.MKNT  OF  Cases. — T WO  cascs  were  discovered 
and  both  parents  prosecuted.  They  w'ere  convicted  and  sen¬ 
tenced  to  a  mmith’s  imprisonment.  The  infection  of  six  other 
cases  was  traced  to  these. 

5 —  The  ItANttER  of  Aereal  Infection. — One  patient,  the 
first  in  Oak  Street,  had  been  trespassing  near  the  hospital  after 
birds’  nests,  and  went  \\  ithin  thirty  yards  of  the  building.  No 
other  source  could  he  traced.  Twelve  cases  arose  subsequently 
and  cunsequentlv,  in  and  near  his  home. 

The  mode  of  dealing  with  each  case  was  : — 

1 — Removal  to  h.ospital  Immediately  the  nature  of  disease  was 
discoieretl. 

2  —  Re-vaccination  urged  upon  all  known  contacts. 

3 —  Disinfection  of  clothing,  bedding  and  rooms.

4 —  Repeated  visits  for  fourteen  days  at  the  house,  to  e.xamine 

or  enquire  about  other  occupants. 

5 —  k.mployers  written  to,  warning  of  danger  from  infection 

from  employees  from  infected  homes.  In  one  instance  a 
man  developed  Small-po.x  in  a  few  days,  ami.  but  for  the 
letter  might  have  been  ;i  source  of  tlanger  to  his  fellows. 

6 —  Moral  suasion  as  to  importance  of  personal  isolation  among 

contacts,  and 

y  -  Ouarantine  at  home  where  other  niethoels  failcvl. 
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8 —  Prosecution  of  parents  in  cases  of  exposure  or  concealment 

of  persons  suffering  from  tlie  disease,  and  of  clothing  not 
previously  disinfected. 

9—  Notification  of  Chicken  Pox  for  three  montlis,  commencing 

November  23rd. 

As  to  the  value  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  as  a 
preventive  of  Small  Pox  the  following  points  are  of  interest-  - 

With  one  exception  no  person  suffered  from  the  disease 
uniler  the  age  of  eiglit  years.  Nearly  all  children  in  (Quarry 
Bank  are  vaccinated  in  infancy. 

The  one  exception  was  a  newly  born  child  whose  mother 
was  suffering  from  the  disease  at  the  time  of  its  birth.  The 
child  shewed  symptoms  of  the  disease  on  the  yth  dav,  ami  the 
rash  on  the  9th.  The  disease  takes  twelve  d.ivs  to  incubate  i.f. 
for  the  disease  to  manifest  itself  after  infection  has  taken  place, 
so  that  the  child  had  been  infected  live  davs  before  birth. 
\kiccination  wasperformed  within  twentv-four  hours  of  its  birth.

None  of  the  contacts  {/.<’.  persons  living  in  the  same  house, 
helping  to  nurse,  or  known  to  have  been  intimately  associated 
with  the  patients)  who  were  re-vaccinated  immediately  they 
were  asked,  contracted  the  disease,  (the  newly-born  infected  child 
always  excepted.)  Three  of  those  who  refused  at  fipst  Con¬ 
sented  after  a  week’s  delay  and  contracted  the  disease. 
This  is  in  harmonv  with  the  fact  well  known  to  medical  men 
that  when  smallpox  has  been  incubating  in  the  body  for 
more  than  3  davs  vaccination  will  not  overtake  it,  and  the 
.Small  Pox  will  de\elop  in  spite  of  the  operation. 


Further,  not  one  of  the  patients  had  ever  been  re-vaccinated 
although  one  said  she  had  smallpox  once  before. 


1  have  written  fully  on  this  topic  as  it  illustrates  what 
most  medical  men  believe  : — 

1 —  That  smallpox  is  a  highly  Infectious  disease. 

2 —  riiat  it  can  be  carried  some  distance  through  the  air. 

3— -That  vaccination  will  protect  anyone  not  actually  in¬ 
fected  from  the  disease  for  a  considerable  period  after  the  op¬ 
eration,  totallv  for  seldom  less  than  5  or  6  years,  and 
partialK'  for  manv  years  after,  no  young  children  under 
S  caught  the  disease,  aiul  up  to  the  age  of  20,  all  the  cases 
were  slight  or  moderate.  0^•er  that  age  many  were  severe 
and  both  un\accinated  cases  were  also  very  severe. 


Dr.  Taylor  the  public  vaccinator  has  kindly  informed  me 
that  during  1903,  he  has  performed  60  primary  vaccinations, 
and  30  re-vaccinations  in  your  district.  In  1902  only  36  per¬ 
sons  were  vaccinated  by  him.  The  majority  of  the  children 
in  \-our  district  are  vaccinated  in  one  mark  only,  the  parents 
taking  them  to  a  doctor  who  resides  some  distance  away. 

'I'he  hospital  has  been  very  useful  during  the  past  year.

'I'he  Mid- 
wi\es  of  the  district  have  recei\’ed  notices  from  the  Countv 
Council  of  the  rec|uirements  of  the  Miilwives’  Board  appointed 
muicr  the  .Midw  i '.  es’  .\ct,  i()0’. 

'I'he  most  important  clauses  in  the  .\ct,  are  “  on  and  after 
.\pril  1st,  1905,  no  woman  may  bevin  to  practice  asa  miilwife 
and  be  recouniseil  bv  law  as  such  who  is  not  certilicd  as  a 
mitlwife  undci'  the  act.” 
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“On  aiul  after  Apiil  ist,  ipio,  no  woman  slia  11  lialntually 
aiul  for  yam  atteml  women  in  chiklbirth,  otherwise  than  niuler 
the  ilirection  of  a  qualiiied  metiieal  jiraetithmer,  unless  she  be 
certilied  tnuler  this  Act. 

Certilicates  will  only  be  yranteb  to  those  who  can  protlnce 
e\ielence  of  ha\  iny  passed  certain  examinations  or  of  hax  iny 
been  at  least  one  \ear  in  piaictice  as  ;i  midwife  at  the  passiny 
of  the  Act.  Also  that  they  are  sober,  trustworthy  aiul  of  yood 
moral  character. 

I'hirteen  detiths  were  ;i ttributei.1  to 'rnbercnlar  diseases,  lo 
beiny  Irom  d'uberele  in  the  Inny's  or  ordin;ir\'  “  Consumption.” 
In  pre\ ioiu  reports  1  have  been  able  to  conyratulate  the  district 
on  its  h)w  morttilitv  from  this  disease,  but  in  1903  the  death 
rate  has  run  up  to  1  '43  per  1000,  tiyreat  increase  on  the  averaye 
of  the  previous  se\en  vetirs  (o‘()J^)  tmd  that  of  the  County  in 
1902  (o’9o). 

It  is  possible  that  the  prolonyed  wet  aiul  cold  seasons  of 
1902  aiul  1903  are  responsible  for  much  of  this,  but  if  the  old 
propertN’  were  properly  spoutetl  and  drainerl,  so  as  to  keep  the 
foundations  as  dr\'  as  possible,  the  danyers  from  wet  weatlier 
miyht  laryeK'  be  averted.  I  still  request  the  sanitary  inspector 
to  disinfect  tile  bedroom  of  an\'  person  d\iny  of  Consumption 
as  eai'K  as  is  coineiiient  after  the  burial.

r)nly  4  slaiitjliter  Iioiises  exist  in  voiir  district.  A  nuis¬ 
ance  from  accuinulatic)!!  of  manure  was  reported  in  one  case, 
hut  on  the  whole  they  are  well  managed. 

There  are  eiyht  cowkeepers  who  have  cowshetls  and  dairies 
in  ycjur  elistrict  ami  their  premises  have  been  i-e^ularly  inspected. 

With  one  e.xception  the  dairies  have  been  kept  clean.  They 
are  in  most  cases  small  rooms  or  cellars  communicatin'^  directly 
with  the  interior  of  the  house,  beinj^  equivalent  to  a  pantry, 
but  they  tire  kept  very  clean  and  are  reser\ed  strictly  fcjr  milk 
ani.1  utensils  connected  with  milk.  None  of  these  now  contain 
a  drain.  It  would  be  much  better  if  fresh  dairies  were  con¬ 
structed  with  water-tiuht  fijunvlation  lined  with  "lazed  bricks, 
well  ventilated,  but  so  as  to  e.xclude  dust  and  insects,  and  de¬ 
tached  entirely  from  the  interior  of  the  dwellin^ir,  to  prevent  any 
infection  of  milk,  butter,  c^c,,  from  the  family. 

.\s  to  the  cowsheds  more  than  half  are  wooden  structures 
built  with  little  regard  for  ventilation  and  lit^ht,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cows  e.xceeds  in  almost  every  case  the  standard 
laid  down  in  your  byelaws  ( Soo  cubic  feet  per  cow,)  in  some 
cases  nearlv  doubling  the  number.  The  co^^'s  are,  Generally 
speakino,  much  better  "roomed  than  formerlv  aiul  more  atten¬ 
tion  is  gi\en  to  drainage  ami  general  cleanliness  of  the  sheds. 
The  cows  are  grazed  except  in  cold  weather. 

-Vs  suggested  in  mv  report  for  iq02,  the  council  ha\e  re¬ 
cently  appointed  .a  small  committee  to  inspect  these  cowsheds 
and  dairies  and  I  ant  hopefid  that  much  good  will  result  from 
the  action  they  may  take. 

This  has  been  done  by  the  sanitary  inspector  and  only  one 
sample  has  had  to  be  condemned. 

See  Surveyor’s  Report  as  to  new  houses  erected.  Fewer 
cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  discovered,  15  only,  against 
43  in  1902.  Some  of  the  worst  type  of  houses  have  been  im¬ 
proved  during  the  year,  notably  in  Oak  Street,  but  the  question 
of  proper  spouting  seems  to  have  been  overlooked.  1  consider 
this  a  most  vital  matter  as  tending  more  to  destroy  the  structure 
of  the  building  and  to  engender  disease  in  the  occupants  than 
almost  any  other  ev'il  we  have  now  to  contend  with. 

My  remarks  in  the  report  of  1902  still  describe  the  principal 
industries  and  class  of  buildings  in  which  they  are  carried  on. 
Animals  such  as  fowl,  pigeons,  rabbits  »S:c.  are  no  longer  kept 
in  these  rooms  and  the  sanitary  inspector  has  made  periodical 
\isits.
